2. Document Dl, which is considered to be the prior art 

closest to the subject matter of claim 1, discloses the 
following (the references in parentheses are to Dl) : 

Method for operating a motor vehicle, involving: 

- an internal combustion engine (1), 

- an automatic start-stop device (10) for the 
internal combustion engine, 

- a controllable braking device (32) by means of 
which a braking moment can be applied to the 
motor vehicle, and 

- a brake pedal (20) that can be actuated by a 
vehicle driver; 

wherein in an automatic stop phase of the internal 
combustion engine the braking device (32) is 
triggered by a control device (10, 32) according to 
the degree of actuation of the brake pedal (24). 

In the known method for operating a motor vehicle there is 
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the problem of how to ensure that the vehicle does not 
roll during the stop phase, and also how to reduce fuel 
consumption . 

As a solution to this problem the present application 
proposes a method involving a controllable braking device, 
in which: 

- a control device is able to increase the braking moment 
irrespective of the degree of actuation of the brake 
pedal, 

- before triggering the braking device the control device 
determines a threshold value on the basis of condition 
variables and/or operating variables of the vehicle, 

- at the start of and during the automatic stop phase the 
control device checks whether the current braking 
moment is below the threshold value, and 

- if the result of the check is positive the control 
device increases the braking moment to a level greater 
than or equal to the threshold value. 

These features are not known from any of the cited 
documents, and it would not be an obvious step to 
incorporate them in the brake actuation device known 
from Dl . 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)) and inventive (PCT Article 33(3)). 

3. Claims 2 to 5 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also 
meet the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and 
inventive step. 
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
